IN LOUISIANA.

Italian Asaasaim Taken From Jail a* 
Hahnville ane Quickly Strung Up— 
Bodies Riddled With Bullets and 
Left Hanging—No 
Clue 
to the 
Avengers. 


New Orleans, La., Aug. IO.—Three 
corpses hanging to as many rafters was 
the sight that greeted the residents of 
Hahnville, St. Charles Parish Sunday 
morning. 
The victims were Lorenzo 
Saladino, who murdered Jules Guey- 
mard, a planter and merchant of Free­ 
town, on Tuesday night last, and Be- 
cino Sorcoro and Angelo Marcuso, the 
murderers of an old Spaniard on the 
Ashton plantation near Boutte Station. 
They were all Italians. 
Ever since the murder of Gueymard 
the parish has been in a fever heat of 
excitement over the affair and even on 
the first night after the murder it was 
with great difficulty that Sheriff Ory 
prevented the lynching of Saladino. He 
spirited the prisoned 
away 
in 
the 
woods and kept him there over night, 
and the next day took him to the 
new jail in Hahnville. In the mean­ 
time the evidence against Saladino was 
accumulating and popular feeling cor­ 
respondingly grew in intensity until it 
was feared that he would eb taken 
out of the jail in the day time. This 
was allayed during the past day or 
two, so that precautions were relaxed. 
At the time of the killing two other 
Italians and a woman were arrested 
as accessories, and these three are still 
in the jail. 
At about IO o’clock Saturday night 
mounted and armed men began arriv­ 
ing in the little town, until 50 had as­ 
sembled. The jail is a new brick struc­ 
ture and sits about 150 feet away from 
the new courthouse. For many years 
an old negro named Pierre Robert has 
officiated as night watchman of the jail, 
and last night he was at his post as 
usual. 
About 11:30 o’clock the mob 
began to move on the jail. They had 
stars, which were shining brightly, but 
no light to guide them but that of the 
they were evidently familiar with their 
ground. Six men stole up to the door 
where the old negro sat half asleep 
and, presenting as many guns in front 
of him, warned him to keep quiet. The 
old negro was so scared that he hardly 
knew what to do or to say, but he 
tremblingly asked what was wanted. 
He was told to do as he was instructed 
and keep quiet. Three men then took 
him a short distance away and kept 
guard over him. Then the mob began 
its assault on the doors of the jail. 
They were well supplied with axes, 
and after ten minutes’ work the door 
yielded to the blows which were rained 
upon it and fell backward with a crash. 
Then the lynchers rushed to Sala- 
dino’s cell. He was found cowering in 
a corner, muttering prayers and plead­ 
ing for mercy. The mob soon had the 
door of his cell 
shattered. 
He was 
dragged forth and three men 
stood 
guard over him at the entrance of the 
jail, while the rest 
continued their 
search through the jail. They 
were 
after Sorcoro and Marcuso. The doors 
of their ceile were battered in, and, 
though they fought desperately, they 
were dragged out, and the three were 
lined up in front of the Jail. Then a 
council of war was held, and it was de­ 
cided to take them over to a shed near 
the courthouse, and string them up. 
The whole crowd moved 
then the three Italians were lined up 
again and told to pray, as they would 
have but two minutes to live. 
They 
prayed and then the ropes were adjust­ 
ed around their necks, and one after 
another they were strung up to the raft­ 
ers. 
The rest of the mob stood around and 
watched 
the 
proceedings, and, after 
waiting a reasonable length of time, to 
be sure that the men were dead, and 
after riddling their bodies with bullets, 
dispersed as quietly as they had gath­ 
ered. 
The crime for which the two Italians 
were lynched was the murder of an old 
Spaniard, on the Ashton plantation, 
near Boutte Station. 
About a month 
ago the Spaniard was found dead in the 
field with a rope tied about one of his 
feet. He had been beaten with a club 
until every bone in his body had been

A doz­ 
en women gave their sons as mission­ 
aries, and in all IOO young men agreed 
to go into the missionary field. Watch­ 
es, chains, rings and gold eye glasses 
were cast into the big baskets, to be 
dumped on the platform and the pile 
rose several feet high. 
Among the 
western gifts was $300 from Mrs. Charl­ 
ton Edholme of Chicago and $500 from 
the Denver alliance.

Washington, Aug. IO.—Hoke Smith 
has sat at his last round table with 
the cabinet. 
Before the assembling 
which cool November days will bring 
to the administration, the secretary of 
the interior will have surrendered his 
portfolio of trust and returned to his 
law books in Atlanta. Yet his resig­ 
nation is not in the broad topped desk 
at Gray Gables. There is a letter from 
Hoke Smith there, however, in which 
he calls the president’s attention 
to 
the pledge forced 
from him 
in nis 
Georgia battle for the senate 
with 
Crisp that he would support the Chi­ 
cago nominees. 
He further outlined 
his purpose to make good his word. 
From such a standpoint he argues the 
incongruity of retaining a seat in the 
cabinet and invited a frank reply. The 
president replied that he had no desire 
for changes in his cabinet so near the 
close of his administration and pre­ 
ferred that Mr. Smith should take that 
view of things. 
But the secretary of 
the interior will cut loose and resume 
his law practice in the fall. 


W est V irgin ia fo r Silver. 
Huntington, W. Va., Aug. IO.—The 
democrats of W’est Virginia hold their 
state convention at Wheeling Wednes­ 
day. 
The convention will be unani­ 
mous practically for free silver and 
anti-Cleveland. The nominee for gov­ 
ernor is likely to be Gen. Watts of 
Charleston, the United States district 
attorney, who was appointed by Cleve­ 
land, but is for free silver. The presi­ 
dential electors have already been 
chosen by the congressional districts. 
It is understood that the democrats will 
Indorse the populist candidate for su­ 
perintendent of schools, in return for 
which the populists will abandon their 
electoral ticket in the state. This will 
combine the democratic and populist 
forces in West Virginia for Bryan and 
Bewall. 


G old M en In K en tu ck y A re Busy. 
Lexington, Ky., Aug. IO.—This will 
be a busy week among the gold-stand- 
over, and ard democrats in Kentucky. In nearly 
every county in the state conventions 
will be held and delegates sent to the 
state convention at Louisville. Gold- 
standard democratic clubs and young 
men’s gold clubs are numerous.

Milwaukee, Wis., Aug. IO.—At ll 
o’clock Sunday night a tornado passed 
over the city, coming from the west. 
There was little warning of its ap­ 
proach. 
The day had been intensely 
hot, and toward IO o’clock there were 
indications of rain, the wind coming 
in slight puffs. 
At l l o’clock 
the storm swooped 
down on the city with an awful roar, 
blinding flashes of lightning and ter­ 
rific rolls of thunder. The wind car­ 
ried in its wake signs and awnings and 
there wa3 a rattling of falling gdase 
and cries from people rushing along to 
escape its fury. Those in high build­ 
ings saw the force of the storm in all 
its intensity. It passed away in ten or 
fifteen minutes and the streets became 
filled with people wondering what had 
been its effect. The damage, so far as 
reported, is not at all as heavy as 
might be expected. 
On the bay the excursion steamer 
Bloomer Girl, whioh plies between here 
and Whitefish Bay was believed to 
have foundered, as it was known she 
had started on her return trip just be­ 
fore the storm broke. There were 300 
men, women and children on board 
and they were panic-stricken. 
Many 
of the women fainted. 
The fact that 
the steamer was packed undoubtedly 
prevented a disaster, for the passen­ 
gers were obliged to remain as they 
were. If the crowd had been smaller 
there would have been a rush to either 
side and the steamer would have cap­ 
sized. The waves dashed high over the 
vessel, but she plowed her wray pluck­ 
ily into port, arriving at midnight. 
The wind swung every bridge in the 
river open and a street car, pretty w'eli 
filled, narrowly escaped going into the 
draw. 
Alarm is felt for a number of small 
boats that wrere on the bay, and as soon 
as the storm had spent its force sev­ 
eral tugs started out, but were unable 
to see any vessel or boat in distress 
The glass in many buildings was 
blowrn out and several structures were 
unroofed in the outskirts of the town. 
As far as known tjiere has been no 
loss of life, although it is impossible to 
learn anything from sections remote. 
As the wires are down nothing can be 
received from points in the interior of 
the state, where it is likely the worst 
effects of the tornado w*ere experienced. 
The storm caused the large audience 
just emerging from the Academy of 
Music, where they had witnessed a the­ 
atrical performance, to immediately be­ 
come panic stricken. 
The wind took 
hats, umbrellas and light wraps as if 
they were so much tissue paper and car­ 
ried them over buildings and up the 
broad thoroughfares. 
Children were torn from the hands of 
parents and carried into the street. 
One woman had three children carried 
a block before they were rescued. Hun­ 
dreds of persons who had remained at 
the summer gardens and picnic resorts 
to escape the heat of their homes were 
caught unprotected, and a great lot of 
millinery and dry goods w as completely 
destroyed. 
A number of cellars in the southern 
district of the city were flooded and 
much property wfas damaged. 


Chicago, Aug. IO.—Unabated 
heat 
dealt death to Chicagoans yesterday. 
Prostrations, despite the quiet Sunday, 
wrere reported in every quarter of the 
city. Two hours of lake breeze in the 
morning grappled with the rising tem­ 
perature and choked it down until the 
afternoon, when it rose to 93, the max­ 
imum for the day. Had it not been for 
this the prostrations earlier in the day 
must have been much greater. 
At midnight nineteen deaths from 
heat had been reported to the health 
department. 
The police cared for 61 
cases of prostration, IT of them result­ 
ing fatally. 
Many of the cases were reported in 
the afternoon. The police ambulances 
were taxed to their utmost to respond 
to the unusual ifumber of calls which 
were made upon them, and the attend­ 
ants at the hospitals had their hands 
full preparing ice compresses and other 
remedies necessary in caring for their 
patients. 
The deaths due to sunstroke report­ 
ed to the health department for the 
last four days are as follows: Thurs­ 
day, 4; Friday, 5; Saturday, 8; Sunday, 
19. 
Total for four days, 36. 
For the entire week from Aug. 2 to 
9 inclusive last year but one fatal case 
of sunstroke was reported.
